pionships. 


Agenda item No. 8 (1980) tabled at 
that time — If the Heavy Bench Rifle 
is not to be the third gun in a three 
gun aggregate at the International 
Championships, then we should 
restrict the Light Varmint class to 
.224 cal. or smaller. 


. The committee formed to investigate 


member voting at the Annual Meet- 
ing recommends the following: 
Since the executive board of direc- 
tors must ratify actions taken by the 
board of directors they have the 
power to veto any item (Art. VI Sec.

Dear Mike, 

Reading July Precision Shooting, in 
your answer to Selby Wright, you said 
you have ‘‘essentially deserted all shoot- 
ing — your hearing was failing too fast.” 
Damn, | assume the problem is noise re- 
lated? or, your reasoning is that more 
noise can only do more harm... l’ve 
about faced-up to the same conclusion. 

Funny, everything I’ve enjoyed doing 
is noisy! Learned to fly back in the late 
30’s and spent 4-1/2 years in the air- 
force. Then 26 years as a commercial 
pilot — with shooting and motorcycle 
riding in between. I’m 62 — first started 
noticing hearing loss about 15 years ago 
— tho my friends, | suppose, were aware 
of it earlier. My high freq. hearing was 
gone. Keys rattling and the like. Nerve 
damage the doctor said. Gotten worse 
last 2-3 years. 

About 5 years ago | read Page’s book 
(Bless his soul) and ordered a Hvy. Rifle 
.222 from Pindel. | had so much fun 
tinkering with the cases and getting 
bullets that | almost forgot to check 
places to shoot.

have never been to Blue Trails when he 
wasn't there, so | just presume he lives 
there, sleeping in the target shed, | 
guess. In fact, | can remember driving 
down the interstate on Christmas day, 
coming back from visiting my in-laws; 
had my family with me, and it was snow- 
ing to beat all blazes at the time, with 
downright limited visibility. When my 
wife asked me what | was laughing at, | 
wondered aloud how Joe Vinci was 
doing at the Blue Trails range today. She 
was sure — she said — that | was joking, 
but when | offered to bet her ten dollars, 
even odds, that he was there, she 
chickened out of the bet. I’m that way 
about bets that weren’t covered. On a 
serious vein though, | remember when 
Joe started bench-rest shooting, in the 
1970 era. | don’t mean to offend a guy 
that | really like when | say that in his 
first few matches, Joe was downright 
terrible. But talk about determined peo- 
ple... the guy practiced, and prac- 
ticed, and practiced. Today, if his act is 
together on a given day, he is one of the 
best shooters in the land.

out of Richmond, and George was stuck 
in New York City, and they closed down 
the Keene Airport for the night (which 
they did by unscrewing the solitary 60 
watt bulb that lit up the entire airport). 
Returned to the motel, and morosely 
wondered why anyone would have a 
directors meeting the day of the Preak- 
ness, and fell asleep. 


Next morning, | wandered into the 
breakfast dining area, and had Coc Gar- 
celon frantically waving me over to his 
table. 

“Dave, you've drawn the short straw, 
I’m afraid.”’ 

“Straw, what straw? | wasn’t here for 
any straw pulling.

“George Kelbly made it here last night 
around 2:30 a.m., driving from New York 
City, in those thunderstorms all the 
Way.”

“Hmmmmm, isn’t George about ten 
feet high, six feet wide, and a man of few 
words in the morning?”

Well, to pick up the pace of the story a 
bit, we got through the morning all right, 
had a pleasant lunch, and | found myself 
at the luncheon table with Wally Hart 
and George Kelbly. | did pick up one 
great comment that | feel should be 
passed along to our readers. George has 
some experience in making fiberglass 
stocks, (this as an offshoot of his enter- 
ing into production, together with Ralph 
Stolle, of the PANDA and Polar actions 
— write to him at 7222 DALTON FOX 
LAKE ROAD, North Lawrence, Ohio 
44666, for their new brochure). Anyway, 
back to the fiberglass stocks. George 
was relating to Wally, ‘Some of the 
stocks in circulation today, because of 
the way they were manufactured, can 
actually start POSTCURING at 140 
degrees. So the guy that leaves his gun 
in a real hot car, on a real hot day, sud- 
denly finds that the gun won’t shoot any- 
more. The problem is that the stock 
reached its post-curing temperature, 
and lo and behold, things are now atrifle 
different, with the rifle’s bedding than 
they were before. The guy goes crazy 
trying to figure it out, and the cause of 
the problem completely eludes him.” 

Aside from the practical aspects of all 
this, you should realize the impact of 
what you have just read... A BRAND 
NEW EXCUSE! Other publications may 
give you inferior excuses, or excuses 
that everybody has heard, over and over. 
But here in P.S., you get the hot new ex- 
cuses. Try to remember it... “I think my 
stock has post-cured.”’ If you hurry, you 
may be the first kid on the block with that 
one! 

Now, skipping ahead a bit. | chose to 
come out of retirement and spring upon 
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an unsuspecting bench rest world in the 
Painted Post match in May. My first 
mistake was not on the range, but rather 
the night before, at the local MR. PIZZA 
establishment, where | told my teen age 
daughter that she could order whatever 
she wanted on the pizza. Make a note of 
this . . . if you are over forty years old, 
you cannot digest a pizza ‘with every- 
thing on it” that you ate at ten p.m. until 
about three a.m. Try to remember that; | 
know I'll remember it. 

| only shot 100 yards at Painted Post, 
had a ton of vertical problems with both 
guns, and blamed it on the mounds of 
dirt between the firing line and the 
targets causing updrafts. Fired a rotten 
.495 for 29th place in light varmint, a rot- 
ten .445 for 36th place in heavy varmint 
and wondered why | had come back to 
bench-rest shooting. Gary Ocock won 
the heavy varmint, Gary Ocock won the 
light varmint, and Paul Kempfer won the 
heavy bench. Visited the Newtown battle 
monument Sunday morning, resisted the 
temptation to sell my rifles at a flea 
market in Elmira, and made it home. 

Next popped up at Council Cup on 
June 13th and 14th. Ended up loading in 
an area with Seely Masker, Rick 
Hornbeck, Joe Vinci, Lloyd Richards, 
John Moulthrop and Ed Joiner. At the 
end of the weekend, each of us was con- 
vinced that he, himself, was the only 
sane person in the area. My wife’s pre- 
sence was a major hindrance to Joe Vin- 
ci’s ability» to express his frustrations 
properly. To get the bad news over with 
quickly, fired a .443 in light varmint, (ah, 


that’s down from .495 last time), a .440 in 
heavy varmint, (ah, that’s down from .445 
last time, but barely), and still had verti- 
cals; verticals up and verticals down. For 
those keeping score, Allie Euber won 
the light varmint, Allie Euber won the 
heavy varmint, and guess who won the 
two gun aggregate, dear diary? Gary 
Ocock was second in light varmint, third 
in heavy varmint, and second overall, 
while Tony Boyer was third. 

| next appeared (something like the 
Bubonic Plague used to pop up in 
medieval Europe now and then), at 
South Creek for the July 4th matches. 
This time, a change in strategy, I'll shoot 
the 6 x 50 light gun in both classes. My 
first two groups in heavy varmint were in 
the twos, and | was starting to throw 
together a modest little speech for my 
trophy acceptance, when things went to 
hellinahandbasket with the return of a 
bad attack of verticals, and | staggered 
to a .335 agg, which was good for some- 
thing like 49th place at 100 yards (do 
they have ‘top 50’ patches here, Fred?). | 
think | strained the gun in the morning, 
because things got worse in the after- 
noon, if that’s possible. Gary Ocock set 
a new tentative IBS record in 100 yard 
heavy varmint (anyone getting sick of 
hearing that name? If so, speak up...), 
Jim Borden set a new tentative IBS 100 
yard light varmint record, and P. J. Hart 
won the two gun aggregate. It rained all 
weekend, but conditions were great for 
shooting, as witness the very low scores 
fired by just about everyone (your 
author, of course, excepted).

Now, to close with some meaningful 
observations, or something (‘‘them that 
can shoot, shoot; them that can’t, write’’) 


On May 29, 1971, there was a 
registered match at the Council Cup 
range, and the conditions were not at all 
that bad. Your scribe, (that’s me, dum- 
my!) placed second at the 100 yard 
stage, with a .3460 agg, narrowly beaten 
by Homer Culver, with a .3430 agg. 
There were exactly 100 entrants, and | 
felt rather pleased with myself that eve- 
ning. 

Ten years later, at South Creek, | fire a 
.335 agg, and place 49th! In the 1971 
match, | was the only competitor to fire 
all five record groups in the .300’s and 
was really satisfied with my consistency. 

Lord love a duck, things have 
changed in the years! These days, when 
you find someone like Allie Euber or 
Tony Boyer or Gary Ocock wandering 
around dejectedly, hands in pocket, and 
mumbling about ‘‘that last group took 
me out of any chance of doing well,” 
before you burst into tears of sympathy, 
be aware that he’s probably talking 
about a .250 -.275 range group. In 1971, 
a group of that size was sure to draw a 
half-dozen (at least) comments of ‘‘nice- 
going” from others on your relay. Ten 
years later, a group of this size makes 
the top grade shooter hysterical, and he 
goes galloping off for his gunsmith on 
the dead run... . if he’s his own 
gunsmith, he just runs around in circles, 
wringing his hands, and uttering pitiful 
little cries. 

This may — or may not — be a valid 
observation, but from glassing other 
competitors targets at the end of a relay, 
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it seems to me that more shooters these 
days are having vertical dispersion than 
horizontal dispersion (presuming that 
we are not shooting in a typhoon). Why? 
| don’t know. But it does seem that way 
to me. Shooters seem to accept the 
horizontal goofs sort of philosophically 
(| got caught .. .. | didn’t hold off 
enough), but the verticals seem to dis- 
turb my distinguished associates quite a 
bit more... . obviously because it’s less 
easy to explain to yourself, and the ter- 
rors of the unknown always transcends 
the terrors of the known (in this case, 
horizontal fliers). 

Called Fred Sinclair on this (poor 
Fred). Went all over the vertical stringing 
problem with him. Fred’s comments, sort 
of summarized .... a lot of your ‘“‘one 
shot out of areal small group’’ occurs on 
the fifth shot. . . . | think you are tens- 
ing up at this point, and | strongly 
suspect that you are doing something 
different with your shoulder from the 
four previous shots. Quite common with 
nervous type temperaments, or even 
competitive types, because right about 
there, the shooters adrenalin gland goes 
into high gear, the pulse rate picks up, 
breathing becomes a bit shallower, and 
before you know it, that fifth shot is sent 
on its way with the shooter having a 
death grip on the rifle, the right shoulder 
shoving the buttstock for good measure, 
and the shooter is now leaning heavily 
against the bench, and before he was 
barely touching it. All in all, it’s some- 
times amazing that he even hits the 
target’’. 

We talked some more, about varied 
things, like the observation that a heck 
of a lot of the NBRSA shooters were 
using 4198 in the 6PPC, while the IBS 
shooters stayed pretty much with H322, 
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Answer on Page 20 


Fred’s liking for the Alan Hall action, and 
the observation that the Witchita action 
was beginning to pick up in popularity, 
with Gary Ocock and Seely Masker 
being two good examples of Eastern 
shooter users of Wichita. 

Fred closed with the observation that 
he thought Gary could outshoot most of 
us however using a frozen chicken for 
an action. 

Later that evening, | offered to go to 
the supermarket with my wife (most 
unusual). 

Still, later that evening, my oldest 
daughter asked my wife, ‘‘What did Dad 
do at the supermarket anyway?” 

“Il don’t know, it was kind of strange, 
really. He went off on his own almost im- 
mediately, and ten minutes later, | found 
him in the frozen foods section. He had a 
Swanson frozen chicken in one hand, a 
Birds Eye frozen chicken in the other, 
and he seemed to be comparing them, in 
some weird fashion or other. As | walked 
up to him, he was mumbling, ‘we'll put 
the barrel in here... .. bie

GREEN WINS HUNTER TITLE AGAIN 


After two days of grueling competition 
it went back to the first on Saturday 
morning to determine the 1981 NBRSA 
Hunter Champion. 

After 20 targets five bulls on each, and 
100 record shots, Carroll Green and 
Gary Vincent ended up with identical 
scores in the Grand Aggregate, 489-21X. 
NBRSA rules call for going back to the 
first target shot at that distance to break 
a tie and determine the winner. In the 
case of the Grand, officials go back to 
the first 100-yard target. 

In this case both Green and Vincent, 
Lafayette, LA, had a 10 on the first bull. 
In the second Green had a 10X and Vin- 
cent a 10. That broke the tie and gave 
the New Iberia, Louisiana field service 
manager for an oil company, his second 
straight NBRSA Hunter Champion. In 
fact, since this is only the second year 
for achampion in this class, Green is the 
ONLY Hunter Class Champion in 
NBRSA. 

It was the second tiebreaker for Green 
in the Nationals. He and Donald Felt- 
man, Kenai, Alaska, tied for the 200-yard 
Championship. Going back to the first 
200-yard match, Green had a 10X to a10 
for Feltman. Feltman ended up in a tie 
for third in the Grand with Wayne Corley, 
St. Louis, MO, and that tie was broken in 
a similar manner. 

The Championship was fired at Hub 
City Rifle and Pistol Club in Layayette, 
LA, on October 3 and 4 and attracted a 
field of 65. Seven states, Louisiana, 
Texas, Missouri, Alaska, Mississippi, 
Minnesota and Alabama were repre- 
sented. 

The match was shot under what ap- 
peared to be mild conditions but in 
which shots could ‘mysteriously’ go 
somewhere other than where they were 


intended. 
100 YARDS 
Richard LeBlanc, Breaux Bridge, LA, 


was the winner with a 250-13X. He not 
only had the highest score but also the 
most X’s. Vincent was second with a 
249-8X and Bill Zachery, Llano, TX, third 
with the same score. Fourth place went 
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Repeats as Hunter Champ. 


to Mike Guillot, Lake Charles, LA, with a 
249-7X and fifth to Wayne Corley, St. 
Charles, MO, with a 247-10X. LeBlanc 
fired a 6HLS McMillan barrel with a 
Remington 700 action action and Lyman 
6X scope. He loaded 34 grains of H-4895 
with Metzger 70-grain bullets and 
Federal 210 primers. 

Vincent Hughes, Madisonville, TX, 
had a 232-2X for Junior honors. 

200 YARDS 

Green and Feltman tied with 242-12x, 
with Green winning on the tiebreaker. 
Third place went to Corley with a 
241-10X. Vincent was fourth with 
240-13X and Mike Harte, fifth with 
240-7X. Marcy Lyons, Crowley, LA, had 
the most X’s, 14 and was in sixth place 
with 238-14X. Butch Langlinais, 
Lafayette, LA, ws the Junior winner with 
208-3X. 

Green fired a 308 McMillan barrel with 
a Remington 700 action and Lyman 6X 


scope. He loaded 41 grains of H-4895 
with Sierra 168-grain bullets and Federal 
210 primers. 

GRAND 

When the dust cleared there was only 
one point separating the first four 
places, further complicated with a pair of 
ties. Green and Vincent each had 
489-21X and Feltman and Corley were 
knotted at 488-20X. After the tiebreakers 
it was Green in first place, Vincent, sec- 
ond, Feltman, third and Corley, fourth. 
To give an idea of the closeness of the 
competition, after two days and 100 
shots there was a difference on only 14 
points and one X between Green’s first 
place and E. M. Baggett, Lake Charles, 
LA, in 20th place. 

Richard LeBlanc, who finished in 11th 
place in the Grand had the most X’s, 26. 
Butch Langlinais won the Junior Cham- 
pionship with a 437-3X. 

In the Top Twenty, there were 10 
.308’s, nine 6’s and one 7mm. 

Eric Matherne, Maringouin, LA, 
finished seventh in the Grand using a 
factory Remington .308 rifle.

Shooting will be paid on a monthly basis. Marcy 
Lyons is to prepare a formal contract which is to be 
submitted for approval and acceptance by NBRSA 
and Precision Shooting. Bob Morris will continue as 
Editor. 

NBRSA will have the cover page of Precision 
Shooting every other month, October to be the first 
NBRSA cover. 

EDITOR 

A discussion was held regarding the remuneration 
paid to the editor for his service in preparing the 
copy for Precision Shooting. A motion was made by 
Frank Wilson to increase his retainer fee to $300 per 
month effective September 1, 1981. Motion was sec- 
onded by Harvey Miller. Motion passes 
unanimously. 

Guidelines for the Editor were discussed and it 
was unanimously agreed that all correspondence 
and communications must go thru the NBRSA Presi- 
dent, prior to any action being taken on any prob- 
lems he might encounter. 

Phil Sauer made a motion that it become a stand- 
ard procedure at the annual meeting to confirm the 
appointment of whoever is to be the editor for the 
year, his remuneration as well as the Director’s 
remuneration and the Secretary’s salary. Don 
Creach seconded the motion and motion passed 
unanimously. 
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NATIONAL TROPHIES 

Frank Wilson advised that Harold Broughton 
would like to provide a 3-Gun Junior traveling trophy 
as a memorial to Ruth McMillan. Ed Watson made a 
motion to accept his offer, Don Creach seconded the 
motion and the motion passed unanimously. Stan 
Buchtel then made a motion that NBRSA supply the 
keeper trophy for the 3-Gun Junior trophy. Phil 
Sauer seconded and the motion passed 
unanimously. 

Frank Wilson made another motion the NBRSA ac- 
cept Ed Phillips offer to contribute a memorial for his 
son. This to be a traveling trophy for 2-Gun LV and 
SP aggregate. Ed will furnish keeper trophies for 10 
years. Ron Wyman seconded the motion and motion 
was passed unanimously. 

Ed Watson made a motion that NBRSA replace the 
traveling LV trophy that disappeared in Knoxville, as 
near as possible to the original, complete with 
names and dates of winners. Phil Sauer seconded 
and motion was passed. 

Don Creach made a motion that Larry Engelbrecht 
be appointed to handle all traveling trophies. Ron 
Wyman seconded and motion passed unanimously. 

Frank Wilson will duplicate and NBRSA buy a 
heavy varmint trophy to replace the Sierra rotating 
trophy. 

Stan Buchtel was appointed to see that all rotating 
trophies are properly appraised and value of same 
certified for insurance purposes. Stan Buchtel then 
made a motion that once appraisals are made an in- 
surance policy premium is to be submitted for ap- 
proval by the President. Ed Watson seconded and 
motion passes unanimously. 

Larry Engelbrecht to research minutes of previous 
meetings to find out how far back we were to go for 
3-Gun Keeper trophies. He is to further advise the 
National Office and the President of his findings so 
that keeper trophies can be purchased if necessary. 

Phil Sauer made a motion that a traveling All-Gun 
Trophy be sanctioned as an official trophy and that 
NBRSA furnish keeper trophy. Don Creach sec- 
onded and motion passed unanimously. Jerry 
Rogers to receive a keeper trophy for 1980. 

Larry Engelbrecht left the meeting at 11:15 AM. 
WARM-UP MATCHES 

A discussion was held on warm-up matches. Ed 
Watson then made a motion that warm-up matches 
be optional at all registered shoots but all clubs must 
state in the magazine and program whether or not 
there will be a warm-up match. Phil Sauer seconded 
the motion and the motion passed. Rule to become 
effective January 1, 1982. 

NATIONAL 300 Yard Championship Matches 

Ed Watson made a motion to sanction a National 
300-Yard Championship match beginning in 1982, 
with matches being held over a single weekend; 
Unlimited and Sporter on Saturday and Heavy Var- 
mint on Sunday. Ron Wyman seconded the motion. 
After a lengthy discussion a vote was taken and the 
results were 2-1/3 for and 6-2/3 against. 
DIRECTORS EXPENSE ALLOWANCE 

Ed Watson made a motion to increase Director’s 
expense allowance to $.75 annually per member in- 
cluding Life Members. Payment for Life Members to 
be paid in January of each year. Manley Oakley sec- 
onded. The motion passed and will become effective 
January 1, 1982. 

HEAVY VARMINT 4-MAN TEAM TROPHY 

Ed Watson asked that we make sure that all Heavy 
Varmint 4-man team aggregates are engraved on the 
team trophy for the years not presented to winners. 
Larry Engelbrecht to research and advise 1981 win- 
ners of 4-man team trophy to have trophy engraved 
and send bill for same to NBRSA national office for 
reimbursement. 

TOP TEN EQUIPMENT LIST 

Frank Wilson made a motion that all Registered 
Regional Championships furnish a top ten equip- 
ment list. At the National Championships, equip- 
ment list to be furnished for the top 20. Don Creach 
seconded the motion and motion passed 
unanimously. 


SAND BAG RULE 

The sand bag rule was discussed at the annual 
membership meeting with 42 members agreeing that 
the rule should be left as it is presently written. 
Eleven members wanted to revert back to old rule. 
After a discussion by the Board of Directors it was 
agreed that the rule should remain as it is presently 
written. 

CROSSFIRES 

Frank Wilson made a motion to change crossfire 
penalties to include a penalty for each shot fired on 
a crossfire — 1/4’’ minute of angle for each shot 
crossfired at 100 yards, 1/2’ minute of angle at 200 
yards and 3/4” minute of angle at 300 yards. Don 
Creach seconded the motion. Motion passed with 
Stan Buchtel being the only one against the rule. 
HUNTER CLASS 

Frank Wilson advised that the Hunter Class Com- 
mittee has agreed not to form a new factory hunter 
class. 

Marcy Lyons took a survey on using red instead of 
black for the hunter targets. Survey indicated 
shooters preferred the red. Frank Wilson made a mo- 
tion to change hunter target from black to red after 
current inventory is depleted. Motion passed with 
Phil Sauer abstaining. 

A discussion was held on safety for hunter rifle 
with a specific photo being passed around for opi- 
nions. Harvey Miller then made a motion to eliminate 
the requirement of safety for the hunter rifle. Stan 
Buchtel seconded and motion passed with Don 
Creach opposed. 

COURSE OF FIRE 

Course of fire in rule book to be changed to in- 
clude Regional Championship Matches. 

Page 9 - Item 10 COURSES OF FIRE: — The 
following courses of fire shall be required for Cham- 
pionship Tournaments. 

1. The National Unlimited Rifle Championship 
Matches shall cover four days of shooting and will 
be held the first week of August. The first and sec- 
ond days shall provide five ten-shot matches at 100 
yards. The third and fourth days shall provide five 
ten-shot matches at 200 yards. First Day Aggregate; 
Second Day Aggregate; 100 Yard Aggregate, the 
winner of which shall be the National One Hundred 
Yard Champion; Third Day Aggregate; Fourth Day 
Aggregate; 200 yard Aggregate, the winner of which 
shall be the National Two Hundred Yard Champion; 
Grand Aggregate, combining the 100 Yard Aggre- 
gates, expressed in minute of angle, the winner of 
which shall be the National Unlimited Champion. 


2. The National Heavy Varmint, Light Varmint and 
Sporter Rifle Championship Matches will be held the 
last week of July. Heavy Varmint, Light Varmint and 
Sporter Championship courses of fire shall be five- 
shot matches at 100 yards and five five-shot matches 
at 200 yards. 100 Yard Aggregate for each class, the 
winner of which shall be the One Hundred Yard 
Champion; 200 Yard Aggregate for each class, the 
winner of which shall be the Two Hundred Yard 
Champion; Grand Aggregate for each class, the win- 
ner of which shall be the Two Hundred Yard Cham- 
pion; Grand Aggregate for each class, combining 
the 100 and 200 Yard Aggregates expressed in 
minute of angle, the winner of which shall be the 
Champion. At National Championship matches, the 
competitor with the lowest average aggregate for all 
three classes shall be the Three Gun Champion. 
There will be no warm-up match at the start of each 
day. Ranges holding Nationals must allow practice 
firing at the end of each day after the last record 
match is fired and early morning, before matches 
start if possible. 

3. Regional Unlimited Championship Tourna- 
ments shall be five ten-shot matches at 100 yards 
and five ten-shot matches at 200 Yards. 100 Yard Ag- 
gregate, the winner of which shall be the One 
Hundred Yard Regional Champion; 200 Yard Ag- 
gregate, the winner of which shall be the Two 
Hundred Yard Regional Champion; and Grand Ag- 
gregate, combining the 100 and 200 Aggregates ex- 
pressed in minute of angle, the winner of which shall 
be the Regional Unlimited Rifle Champion. 
Registered Unlimited Class tournaments will use the 
same course of fire as the Regionals. 

4. Regional Heavy Varmint, Light Varmint and 
Sporter Class tournaments shall be five five-shot

A new supply of NBRSA Match Result 
Sheets are being printed and will be 
available to all clubs in the near future. 
In addition to each club receiving the 
match result sheets, each Regional 
Director will receive copies for supply- 
ing to new clubs or on an emergency 
basis. These sheets were designed five 
years ago to simplify, both for clubs and 
the Editor of the NBRSA News, the re- 
porting of matches. Club secretaries are 
encouraged to add additional informa- 
tion on matches along with the basics 
called for in the instructions. Black and 
white photographs are welcomed with 
results and every effort will be made to 
use them as often as possible. 

Please follow the instructions on the 
sheets and include all necessary infor- 
mation so that your match can be given 
a good writeup. Please type or print all 
information. Some folks handwriting is 
even worse than mine. Some clubs are 
sending results of matches in story form, 
frequently leaving out important infor- 
mation in doing so, such as first names, 
hometowns of shooters. These ‘“‘stories”’ 
often don’t get used as they don’t con- 
tain the information needed for a writeup 
or require up to half an hour of research 
in order to decipher what happened in 
the match. In some cases the informa- 
tion is so sketchy or confusing that it’s 
impossible to writeup the match. When 
the new match result sheets are 
received, it will be necessary for ALL 
clubs to use them when reporting 
matches. Other types of reports will not 
be accepted. 

Realizing that there is about a two 
month gap between the time information 
is received by me and when it comes out 
in the magazine, | want to remind every- 
one to get information to me as soon as 
possible. With the new season starting 
soon | would appreciate receiving match 
schedules as soon as they are set. Since 
all match schedules must be approved 
by the Regional Director, only those 
schedules received from a Director can

Tom Metzger read a protest from T. J. Jackson 
regarding windflags at the Unlimited Nationals in 
1980. Six agreed with referees, two did not. Protest 
fee of $3 will be deposited into National account. 

Surveyors tape used as windflags will be dis- 
cussed at the 1983 board meeting to decide whether 
it will be allowed or not. 

1982 NATIONALS 

Don Creach brought up the subject of changing 
the 1982 Nationals because of the World’s Fair being 
in Knoxville at the same time, thus making costs 
prohibitive. Rooms normally available at the rate of 
$32.50 will be around $80 per night. Motels would 
not commit to dates for him. A show of hands at the 
membership meeting indicated 32 were for moving 
the Nationals, 18 were for keeping them in Knoxville. 

After considerable discussion, the possibility of 
just changing the date to October was considered 
but it was still not feasible because the World’s Fair 
would not be over until October 31. 

After this discussion bids were submitted for the 
1983 Nationals, based on a possible trade with Knox- 
ville. 

Bids were as follows: 

Kelbly’s Range 3 
Midland Range 4 

Midland’s bid for the 1983 Nationals were with the 
stipulation that ‘‘they provide water and restroom 
facilities which meet with the Regional Director’s ap- 
proval. 

At this time a trade was offered to Knoxville, if they 
wish to trade. Tom Metzger is to check with Knox- 
ville to see if they wish to trade or take their chances 
on a very low attendance. Decision is to be made 
within two weeks from the date of this meeting. 

Hunter National Bids for 1983 were made at this 
time. Don Creach bid St. Louis and Frank Wilson bid 
Corsicana. The results were: 

St. Louis 4-2/3 
Corsicana 1-1/3 

The 1983 Hunter Nationals will be held in St. 
Louis, Missouri. 

DRAWING FOR BENCHES 

Stan Buchtel stated that the assignment for 
benches in Austin at the Varmint Nationals was not 
done according to the rule book. Phil Sauer (speak- 
ing for the referees) advised that the bench selection 
had been made by computer and that it was not 
feasible to draw benches according to the rule book 
because cards had already been made up and it 
would necessitate redoing all this and would result 
in a considerable amount of lost time. 

At this time Don Creach made a motion that at Na- 
tional matches as soon as enough registrations are 
received to complete first relay, registrations are to 
be taken to a notary public to have the benches 
assigned at random and to certify that this has been 
done. As other registrations come in they are to be 
treated in the same manner. Stan Buchtel seconded 
the motion and motion passed unanimously. 
SECRETARY’S SALARY 

Don Creach made a motion to maintain the Secre- 
tary’s salary at the present $4500 per year. Harvey 
Miller seconded the motion and it passed. 
TREASURER’S REPORT 

The Treasurer's report was distributed for review 
and approval. Report was approved and will be filed 
for audit. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

Don Creach nominated Walt Berger for Vice Presi- 
dent, Stan Buchtel nominated Art Girard. Vote was 
taken and the results were 5 to 2 in favor of Walt 
Berger for Vice President. 

Stan Buchtel nominated Tom Metzger for Presi- 
dent, Frank Wilson moved that nominations be 
closed and Ed Watson seconded. Motion passed 
and Tom Metzger will remain President for another 
year. 

Don Creach made a motion to adjourn the meet- 
ing, Ron Wyman seconded the motion and motion 
carried. Meeting was adjourned at 5:15 PM.

CONTINUED FROM 
OCTOBER, 1981 


We were working two salt licks. We 
tracked from camp to one and the other 
we drove in the Landrover for three miles 
and then tracked to the lick. Dan would 
ride the Chavelle in the open savannahs 
and then walk in the jungle. It was hot 
and tiring and the minute you took one 
step into the tall grass you were soaked 
to the bone, and if you weren’t wet from 
the grass and rains you would be from 
the perspiration. It was beastly hot and 
humid during the day with the sun bear- 
ing down upon you. We tracked every- 
day, and | must admit about the seventh 
or eighth day, | was tired and dragging 
my aching feet a bit, but still trudging 
and keeping up with Paul. It rained all 
day the eighth day and all that night. We 
had to stay in our tents to keep dry. 

| was surprised when the next morning 
Claude sent Marcel to tell me to get 
dressed at four, as we were going hunt- 
ing. How | would have loved to have 
stayed in my cot. | was tired and weary. 
We were off to the farthest lick. We 
stayed at the edge of the jungle and Paul 
went in to see if the Bongo had been 
there the night before. He came and re- 
ported there had been two. The hunt was 
on. We got to the lick around eight 
o’clock and picked up the tracks. | had 
never been so uptight in my entire 
lifetime. This was the time to be the 
quietest, and | kept thinking that as | 
followed Paul. Around 10:00 he stopped 
and made a motion with his hands that 
he could hear them breaking branches 
and chewing. He then stripped himself 
of his entire clothing except his under- 
shorts and Daud’s kakhi shorts. | ex- 
changed my boots for Claude’s tennis 
shoes, and we went ahead of the others. 
Now, | realized why it is so difficult and 
one of the toughest hunts in the world. 
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BINGO! 


The Bongo were making figure eights 
across a little stream and four times | 
was carried piggy back across it. | asked 
Claude to write his impression of his first 
Bongo Huntress in his twenty seven 
years of hunting in the Congo so will let 
him best describe it from here: 


MY FIRST BONGO HUNTRESS, a 
recollection of a memorable hunt, writ- 
ten for Pat Auld. 

“The Bongo was not far now, maybe a 
100 yards at the most. The tracker had 
just heard him and | let Pat go ahead 
with him. It would be all over, one way or 
the other. | sat down and tried to relax. 

It had started ten days ago, when Dan 
and Pat Auld stepped out of the bush 
plane in Bangassou. When | first saw her 
| was relieved to find out that she looked 
in top shape and | remembered what 
Bert Klineburger had written: ‘‘she is 
very determined and usually gets what 
she wants’’. That’s fine in civilized sur- 
roundings, but would it work on bongo? 
Now, for the first time, | thought she 
might have a faint chance. She looked 
tough all right and | made a mental note, 
no jewelry, no minis, no maxis, no 
French perfume. That was no problem 
and every day of the first week she went 
out and rehearsed her part, bent in two 
behind the tracker, creeping under 
vines, sloshing through mud, picking 
ants out of her hair and perspiring, oh 
my, by the gallons. Never a complaint 
though and | finally felt she could at- 
tempt a first stalk. Even the tracker ad- 
mitted grudgingly that ‘‘Madame was not 
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So noisy after all’. So, the next day, after 
a light rain and a heavy breakfast, you 
better feed those Texas girls, we hit the 
fresh spoor of the big bull. His tracks 
had been watched carefully for a whole 
month and | knew he would be within 
half a mile of the mud lick, but what a 
half mile! Bushes, vines, thorns, logs, a 
real nightmare of solid vegetation and 
stinking mud that had to be negotiated 
inch by inch without a sound. Two hours 
later we took a break. Still no sign, but 
he couldn’t be far. It was past noon and 
hot. A piece of cheese, a swig of water 
and off again. Then the tracker heard the 
faint noise and we stopped. 

Now the minutes go ticking by, very 
slowly. She’ll need luck to bag that 
Bongo because skill is not enough. The 
wind had to stay right. Otherwise you 
don’t have much of achance, except the 
time that bull was chasing that cow in 
heat, or the time that bull came charging 
towards us, challenging. Anyway, nine 
times out of ten it’s luck and Pat seems 
to have her fair share, so far. The shot of 
her 375 Winchester suddenly blasts the 
silence, startlingly close, then another 
shot, but I’m already tearing out as fast 
as the brush will let me and | find her 
propped against a tree, visibly ex- 
hausted and very pale, but | can see the 
striped red hide of the Bongo not twenty 
yards away. Obviously she’s been lucky 
once more, creeping up on a record bull 
Bongo bedded down on an elephant 
trail. | turn towards her, for she still 
hasn’t moved and she asks, ‘Is he 
dead?” ‘‘Stone dead.” ‘‘Thank God it’s 
over, let’s get out of here.” 

But we have to take the pictures, wait 
for the porters and skinner to catch up. 
Then the long walk back. She still 
doesn’t say much and keeps smoking. 
Then we get to the car and meet Dan and 
she finally cracks up and cries. Well, 
those Texas girls might be tough 
enough to shoot a Bongo, but they’re 
still girls after all... .. Claude Vassalet . .

We got a glimpse of 
it and | reached back for my 375 and 
walked up with the tracker and we knew 
the animal had to be there, when sud- 
denly to the right at my feet the tall grass 
began to swirl and swish and | heard an 
‘‘“eeek-eeek’’ and instinctively said, 
“That animal is wounded.” | thought it 
was dragging itself in the grass to 
escape. Not so, | then saw a big black 
glob in the grass, and motioned to 
Claude and the others who had stayed 
back. Claude walked up with the .22 and 
fired a shot and then poked around in 
the grass and fired another, and gave an 
order to the natives and they quickly cut 
the grass, and there at my feet was a thir- 
teen foot python with the red Duiker 
dead in it’s double coil. We quickly got 
the camera and they photographed me

| put the bullet jackets with the gadget 
as a helpful hint. But I'll bet few can 
guess what it is. 

It’s a Hopfengartner jacket measuring 
device. There is a motor inside that turns 
a spindle. The spindle is changeable for 
various size jackets. The jacket is placed 
on the turning spindle and varying thick- 
ness of the wall is read off the dial in- 
dicator. 

It works fine, but takes hours to go 
through a box of 1000. One can measure 
the jacket anywhere he chooses. 
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Our club had representation at this 
year’s Oregon State Championships, the 
Mid Continent Regionals in Denver, and 
the Hunter Nationals at Lafayette, Loui- 
siana. 

This year’s Transcontinental Hunter 
Rifle League had over 400 competitors.

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Overlooked Aspects of 
The Cartridge Case 


Creighton Audette 


Anyone who has studied progress and 
development in any field must, at times, 
be aware of the tendency of humans to 
follow habit patterns more or less 
blindly, overlooking the obvious. It is 
certainly true in gunsmithing, handload- 
ing and shooting, where we often follow 
accepted practices, without thinking 
through to a logical conclusion. 

For many years, gunsmiths and 
shooters striving for a high degree of ac- 
curacy have taken care to lap in bolt 
lugs to a bearing with the mating 
shoulders in rifle receivers; to thread 
and chamber barrels concentric and 
square; to minimize chamber 
clearances, radially and longitudinally; 
and to machine bolt faces square with 
the bolt axis. Tests, mostly empirical, 
gave conclusive proof that attention to 
these details improved accuracy. 

So far as the literature on the subject 
shows, however, no one considered that 
many of these practices were related to 
the cartridge case, or considered the 
construction of the case and the effects 
of errors in the case in relation to these 
practices. In retrospect, it seems per- 
fectly obvious that the squareness of the 
case head must certainly be of impor- 
tance, if the squareness of the bolt face 
is important to accuracy. From this, it is 
easy to conclude that anything in the 
cartridge case which can effect head 
squareness must also be of importance. 
Many years ago, tests had shown that 
neck wall concentricity was important to 
accuracy and this idea is easily 
developed, because it is easy to see that 
it is likely to have an effect on the align- 
ment of the bullet as it is driven into the 
throat. It is easy to see that variations in 
case capacity or in bullet pull are likely 
to affect accuracy, but in general, the 
case has been viewed as a convenient 
package for bullet, powder and primer, 
providing a gas seal at the back of the 
chamber. 

About a year ago, the rules estab- 
lished for a team match with .308 
Winchester caliber, match rifles, here in 
New England, required that all competi- 
tors use a specified load. Cases were to 
be Lake City Match, loaded with 40 
grains of Dupont 4895 and 168 grain, 
Sierra bullets. Each competitor full 
length sized cases, using a small base 
die, loaded them and placed them in an 
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unmarked, paper bag. Each shooter 
drew a bag of ammunition, not knowing 
who had loaded it, and fired it in the 
match. Not wanting to lose carefully 
selected cases, | took a quantity of once- 
fired, LC ’64 match cases, picked up on 
a military range, sized them, loaded 
them and tested them in my match rifle. 
Firing prone, 300 yards, iron sights, 
under excellent conditions, the resulting 
group was about 3-1/2” high and 7” 
wide, in a rifle capable of shooting well 
under a minute of angle. Putting a 20X 
scope on the rifle and testing prone over 
double sand bags at 300 yards showed 
that the rifle would still deliver 10 shot 
groups of 2” to 2-1/2" with ammunition 
left over from Camp Perry. Groups fired 
with the “team match’ ammunition, 
using the scope, again had fairly good 
verticals and very poor horizontals. 
Components, with the exception of the 
cases, were all out of identical lots. 
Since that time, more than 500 rounds 
have been loaded and fired at 300 yards, 
20X scope, double sandbag rest, to 
solve the problem. The result was the 
discovery that errors in the cartridge 
cases and the orientation of those errors 
in the chamber have a very substantial 
effect on group sizes. 

Since the only variable in the tests was 
the cartridge case, investigation cen- 
tered on that. Thinking about the prob- 
lem brought to mind an experience in 
1954, when | bought one of the early, 
Winchester, Model 70 Featherweights in

.308 caliber. | put a scope on the rifle, 
touched up the bedding, and shot some 
factory loaded ammunition, which gave 
5 shot groups averaging about 1-1/2”. 
None of my handloads did as well as 
they showed a distressing tendency to 
throw shots wide at 9:00. | finally found 
that the bolt face was .003” out of 
square, with the low point positioned at 
9:00, when the bolt was in the closed 
position. Factory loads had case heads 
more or less square before firing. When 
fired, they went out of square, conform- 
ing to the bolt face. After reloading, if 
they happened to be oriented in the 
chamber with the low point of the case 
head at 9:00, this left a gap of nearly 
.006’’ on that side of the case head, be- 
tween case head and bolt face. During 
firing, the resulting impact, when the 
case head yielded under powder gas 
pressure, set up a horizontal whip of the 
barrel towards 9:00, impacting the bullet 
out of the normal group in that direction. 
Facing the bolt square and starting over 
with new cases solved the problem. 
Investigation showed that the heads of 
the LC ’64 cases, particularly after resiz- 
ing in the small base die, were sub- 
stantially out of square. Further in- 
vestigation proved that this head out of 
squareness was directly related to poor 
wall concentricity in the body of the 
case. The high point of head out of 
squareness lined up with the thin side of 
the body wall and there was a direct cor- 
relation of the amounts of these two er- 
rors. Firing tests showed that cartridges 
with the high point of the head oriented 
in the rifle chamber at 3:00 shot out of 
the normal group at 3:00 and those 
oriented with the high point at 9:00 shot 
out at 9:00. Further, the amount which 
rounds so oriented shot out of the nor- 
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mal group was directly proportional to 
the amounts of error in the: body wall 
concentricity and case head square- 
ness. However, if the loaded rounds 
were placed in the chamber with the 
high point of the head at either 6:00 or 
12:00, groups were more or less round 
and group sizes approached those fired 
with good cases. If cases were selected 
having the same error and half oriented 
with the high point at 3:00, the balance

The very 
limited area of contact is the result of cutting 
away the receiver and the edges of the lugs 
to provide camming surfaces. The contact 
areas shown are obtained only when lugs 
and mating shoulders in the receiver are lap- 
ped to full contact, most rifles provide far 
less contact. The 40X locking lug and 
receiver design can be expected to provide 
greater lateral stability than the M70. 
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at 9:00, the result was two groups, both 
showing good accuracy, separated by 
an amount proportional to the error. 


With this information, and having a 
knowledge of the characteristics of bar- 
rel whip, the vibrations of the rifle as a 
system, and the physical characteristics 
of the steel in the rifle barrel and action, 
the brass of the cartridge case and the 
wood of the stock, it was not hard to 
develop a theory to fit the facts. Due to 
the limitations of our senses, we all have 
a tendency to think of steel and many 
other materials as being rigid and 
unyielding, when, in fact, all of the 
materials used in mechanical devices 
act much like rubber, with the stiffness 
and rigidity being relative. Studies of 
barrel vibration, dating back as far as the 
1860's proved the effects of barrel whip 
during firing, and the resulting different 
impact of the bullet from the line of the 
bore prior to firing. Tests made about 
1900 refined this knowledge to show the 
complex vibrational frequencies, the 
time and direction of bullet exit from the 
barrel, relative to the vibrations, and the 
resulting bullet impacts. 


When an unfired, or fully resized car- 
tridge case is loaded and placed in the 
rifle chamber, it is smaller in diameter 
and shorter in length than the chamber. 
Radial clearance may be as much as 
.005”" to .008” along most of the body 
and headspace clearance may be as 
much as .010” to .012’. When the firing 
pin hits the primer; the case is driven for- 
ward against the shoulder; the primer 
detonates, moving back out of its 
pocket, impacting against the bolt face 
and further increasing headspace; and, 
as the powder gas pressure rises, there 
is a maximum clearance between the 
head of the case and the face of the bolt. 
With rising gas pressure, the thinner 
wall of the case at the head and shoulder 
expand and grip the chamber wall. As 
the gas pressure rises past the yield 
point of the brass of the case, the case 
wall yields, radially and longitudinally. 
The thin side of the case wall is weaker, 
thus it yields a greater amount, radially 
and longitudinally, than the thicker side. 
The result is that the head of the case is 
forced out of square (assuming that it 
was square prior to firing, if often is not) 
as it is driven back to impact the bolt 
face. It is evident that it must impact the 
bolt face first on the high side of the 
head; that it is then forced to more or 
less square up against the bolt face at 
peak pressure; springing back out of 
square, more or less, as the pressure 
subsides, depending on the hardness 
and characteristics of the brass of that 


particular case and the relative dimen- 
sions of the chamber and the unfired 
case. 


If the fired case is then full length 
resized, the thin side of the body wall 
will yield more, radially and 
longitudinally, than the thicker side, 
forcing the head out of square, with the 
high point of the head in line with the 
thinner side of the case body. The case 
also tends to assume a banana shape, 
because the thin-side, thick-side rela- 
tionship forces the case off axis until the 
solid head section of the case ap- 
proaches the entrance of the sizing die. 
The solid head section is much more 
unyielding than the case walls and thus 
pulls into line with the axis of the die and 
producing a shape which, quite literally, 
is that of a banana. 

To return to what happens during fir- 
ing, it is clear that the result of the firing 
process described above is a recoil 
force which is not on the axis of the bar- 
rel and bolt. Further, the support of the 
bolt and action are not symmetrical 
around the axis of the barrel, due to the 
locking lugs being positioned in the ver- 
tical plane (in a conventional, Mauser 
type rifle), cutouts for bolt lugs, loading 
port, magazine opening, etc. The off- 
axis recoil force will produce a different 
lateral whip of the rifle barrel, compared 
to that of a perfect cartridge, delivering 
its recoil force directly along the barrel 
axis. The amount and direction of the 
lateral whip is determined by the amount 
and location of off-axis recoil and the 
resistance to this by the barrel, action 
and stock. Obviously, there are many 
things that enter into this, including bar- 
rel length, diameter and contour, action 
and stock design, and the bedding con- 
tact between metal parts and stock. The 
area of bolt lug contact and the unifor- 
mity of contact of both lugs is critical. 
Contact of only one lug with the receiver 
will produce an entirely different result, 
if the off-axis recoil force is in line with 
the contacting lug than when this force 
is in line with the non-contacting lug. 

The diameter of the case head, con- 
tacting the bolt face, on the .308 
Winchester case is such that the contact 
point of an out of square case head is 
outside the line of contact of the two bolt 
lugs on a Winchester M 70, or 
Remington 40X, if the case is oriented 
with the high point at 3:00 or 9:00. (See 
photo No. 2.) Compared to the situation 
when the high point is at 6:00 or 12:00, 
directly in line with the locking lugs, 
there is much less support and resis- 
tance to the off-axis recoil resulting from 
orientation at 3:00 or 9:00. Orientation

between 12:00 and 3:00 (or correspond- 
ing locations in other quadrants), pro- 
duces intermediate results, proportional 
to the amount of orientation towards 
3:00. 

If can be seen that there are a number 
of variables involved and space here 
does not permit delineating all of them, 
or their individual and combined effects. 
The above general explanation should 
enable any serious shooter, who 
handloads with high accuracy as his 
goal, and who has a reasonable 
knowledge of mechanics and rifle 
design to understand the theory and to 
figure out for himself the likely results of 
different combinations of errors. 

Inspection of new, factory cases has 
proved disappointing. Purchased and 
inspected in lots of 100, in .308 
Winchester caliber, only about two- 
thirds of them, on the average, will meet 
the .002” wall concentricity limit estab- 
lished as reasonable for use in .30 cali- 
ber match shooting. One lot of 
Winchester cases did hit 94%. Lake City 
Match brass averaged the poorest, both 
in percentage of good cases and in the 
extremes of poor wall concentricity. 
Very few case heads were square within 
.001’’ on new cases and there was no 
reliable correlation between the thin 
side of the case wall and the high side of 
the head squareness. For an important 
match, where it was necessary to use 
new brass, the best solution was to 
select cases meeting case wall con- 
centricity requirements and fire them 
once in practice, using a full load, to 
square the heads up against the bolt 
face. 
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Because we are dealing with elastic 
materials, neck sizing cases does not 
solve the problem completely, although 
it reduces the effects, as compared with 
full length sizing. With poor wall con- 
centricity, cases fired and neck sized 
several times will still show out of square 
heads, because of the springy nature of 
the hard brass in the head. It is obvious 
that the greater the clearance, radially 
and longitudinally, other conditions re- 
maining the same, the greater the result- 
ing head out of squareness and the 
greater the impact on the bolt face. 

Machining case heads square in a fix- 
ture in the lathe did not solve the prob- 
lem in the .308, unless case wall con- 
centricity was acceptable. One of my 
customers has a heavy, .219 Donaldson, 
which | barreled on a Hauck action. Ex-

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perience with this rifle, although not 
conclusive, as yet, indicates that the use 
of rimmed cases does not fully solve the 
case error problem. The rifle was 
headspaced short and the rims of all 
cases were faced in a lathe fixture so 
that rim thickness was nearly identical, 
case to case and case heads were 
square with the case axis. Two tools 
were used in facing, set the rim thick- 
ness apart, cutting simultaneously, one 
facing the head and the other the op- 
posite surface. Headspace clearance of 
the loaded rounds was held to between 
.001” and .002’. After about 5 or 6 fir- 
ings, it was noticed that the action 
closed very hard on a few of the cases. 
These cases were also giving shots out 
of the normal group. Examination of the 
cases showed a burnished spot on one 
side of the head, and this ws the high 
point of out of squareness of the head, 
produced by firing, as a result of the 
elasticity of the brass of the case and the 
steel of the action. Checked for case 
wall concentricity, these cases showed 
poor walls, with the thin side of the wall 
lining up with the burnished side of the 
head. Wall concentricity had not been 
checked when these cases were formed 
out of .30-.30 brass. Another lot is being 
prepared, case walls will be checked 
and the experiment repeated. The Hauck 
breechblock moves at 90 degrees to the 
barrel axis, so this condition is much 
more noticeable than it would be on a 
bolt action or on most single shot ac- 
tions where the breech block ap- 
proaches the face of the barrel at a slight 
angle. 


The .308 match rifle used in the tests 
weighs about 13 pounds and is conven- 
tionally bedded, with some refinements. 
Other investigators, with whom | have 


worked, have found similar results in 52 
pound, unlimited class, benchrest rifles, 
where the barrel was bedded in a split, 
steel clamp, and in varmint weight 
benchrest rifles, using the barrel glue-in 
system of bedding. 

Study has developed a number of cor- 
ollary theories, which explain many of 
the things generally accepted in the 
shooting game. Anything which in- 
creases the mass and stiffness of the ri- 
fle as a system will reduce the effects of 
off-axis recoil (0.a.r.). The better the 
mechanical accuracy of the rifle action, 
the less effect of o.a.r. Small cases tend 
to give better accuracy than large cases, 
other conditions being equal. Short, fat 
cases are easier to draw with uniform 
wall concentricity and tend to shoot bet- 
ter. Some of the success of the PPC 
cartridges may be due simply to better 
cases. Minimum body taper, sharp 
shoulders and mild primers result in less 
space between the head of the case and 
the face of the bolt as gas pressure 
starts to rise past the yield point of the 
brass. Loads with powder charges giv- 
ing pressures at the upper tolerance 
limit of the powder used tend to show 
more pressure variation shot to shot, 
producing larger variations in recoil 
force and increasing the effects of o.a.r. 
Actions with three or four lugs, sym- 
metrically spaced and minimum cut outs 
for loading, etc. on actions should give 
better accuracy. (Yes, there is a four lug, 
symmetrically spaced action being 
manufactured at present in England.) 

Tests with the .308 match rifle proved 
that both good wall concentricity and 
square heads are necessary for best ac- 
curacy. The effects of poor wall con- 
centricity were easily discernible with

cases with body wall concentricity vary- 
ing only .002” around the case. Tests 
with cases having uniform walls, but 
with heads out of square produced the 
same type of groups as those fired with 
cases having square heads and poor 
walls. Although orientation of the cases 
with the case errors in line with one of 
the bolt lugs produced fairly good 
groups, these groups did not compare 
with those fired with cases selected for 
both good walls and square heads. This 
is to be expected, as the action assembly 
is still elastic in line with the bolt lugs, it 
is only less elastic here than at 90 
degrees to this. 

Only one of the many groups fired is 
shown here (Photo No. 1), and while it is 
not a benchrest class group, it illustrates 
the effects of case errors very well. Itis a 
group of 20 shots, fired at 300 yards, 
prone, 20X scope, double sandbag rest. 
Eleven of the cases had walls and heads 
within the acceptable limits (from the 
viewpoint of the match rifle shooter) of 
.002” variation in wall concentricity and 
not more than .001”’ head out of square- 
ness. The other nine had walls varying 
up to a little over .003’’ and heads out of 
square between .001” and .002’’. The 
eleven good cases were fired without 
regard to orientation. Of the remaining 
nine, the head high point was oriented 
as follows: two at 12:00, two at 6:00, two 
at 3:00 and three at 9:00. The vertical 
orientation had little effect. The horizon- 
tal orientation produced the three shots 
out of the normal group at 9:00 and the 
two out at 3:00. Selecting cases for this 
rifle has reduced average groups sizes 
by at least one third. 

Early work on this project was done 
using simple fixtures to hold cartridge

Oriented three at 9:00 
and two at 3:00, they produced this typical 
result. 


cases in a lathe chuck, with a setup 
where repeatability of concentric rota- 
tion of the case was reliable within 
.001’’. This was very slow and it soon 
became evident that a small, easily used, 
reliable bench fixture should be 
developed. The final result of the design 
and modifications is shown in photos 3 
and 4. In photo 3, case neck wall con- 
centricity and body wall concentricity 
are being checked simultaneously. 
Photo 4 shows the operation of checking 
head squareness. Some people have 
questioned how the gage checks body 
wall concentricity and this is shown in 
photo 5, using a case with the head cut 
off. The cartridge case selection gage 
can be adapted to nearly any cartridge 
by changing adjustments or exchanging 
parts. Usually, a set of parts for one 
nominal caliber will handle a variety of 
cartridge designs of that caliber. By sim- 
ple adjustments, a gage set up for the .30 
caliber will handle .30 caliber cases 
ranging from the .30-.30 to the large, .30 
caliber magnum cases. 

The effects of cartridge case errors 
have been proven. The case selection
